You think, however, that 
“1 owe it to myself, to the Institution with 
which [T am connected, and to the Christian 
community, to make a frank and full statement 
of my views of some of the leading doctrines 
of the Gospel, and that this cannot fail to re- 
lieve the mids of many, who are now suspi- 
cyous of my orthodoxy.” 

Here [ must be permitted to say, that the re- 
peated and full statements of my opinions, 
wiieh P have already made to the public, would 
seem to be suffictent to prevent or remove such 
suspicions. The course you propose, however, 
may furnish information to some who would de- 
sire it before they form an opinion, as well as 
the means of correcting the misrepresentations 
of others. | therefore readily comply with 
your request, and submit to your disposal, the 
following statement of my belief on some of 
the leading doctrines of the gospel,
